Arnold J. Hellmich, Collector of 
TInternal Revenue at St. Louis, 
whose office had supervision over 
the Jack Daniel whisky in the 
warehouse, carne here yesterday 
from St. Louis to confer with the~ 
prosecutors, but departed at noon 
for St. Louts. 


Bail Amounts Fixed. 

The court fixed the ball at sums 
ranging from $2500 to $10,000, de- 
pending upon the importance of the 
defendants in the alleged conspir- 
acy. 

It is understood that 17 persons, 
previously indicted in St. Louis in 
the case, are named in the new in- 
dictments. 

It also is reported that at least 
six prominent St. Louis politicians 
and about eight residents of Cin- 
cinnati, one a banker, also have 
been indicted.

Sarajevo, Former Frontier 
Town, Drops Austrian 
Names From Streets.

SARAJEVO, Jugosiavia, Oct. Cm | 
Sarajevo, which started the World 
| War, has not profited by the war. 
Not three houses are built bere in 
a year, and the population has de- 
creased. Unlike Zagreb and Bel- 
grade, Sarajevo is depressed and 
not the least optimistic as regards 
the future. 

Under Austrian rule Sarajevo 
was a frontier garrison town, with 
an army corps kept on a war foot- 
ing. The provincial government 
was here. The town was the cen- 
ter of the Austrian thrust against 
Serbia, and much Austrian money 
found its way to the Bosnian capt- 
tal. 
Sarajevo is now the center of a 
province and {s no more a border 
city. The Serbs have sent troops 
to replace the Austrians, but not 
as many. Also part of Gen. Wrang- 
el’s army is in Sarajevo, many of 
them boys of 10 or 12, for all are 
soldiers, whether going to school, 
repairing pavement or building 
railroads. 

Reminders of Austria Removed. 

Street names have been changed 
to remove the traces of Austrian 
rule. Where Kaiser Francis Jo- 
seph’s name was prominently em- 
blazoned on street corners, one sees 
the name of King Peter and Gen. 
| Dushan. Crown Prince Ferdinand’s 
monument has been taken down 
and cut into pieces. It reposes in 
a closed cofner of the museum. 
A monument is planned for the 
/'man who killed him, Gavrilo Prin- 
cip. If the plan is carried out, pa- 
triotic societies will collect funds, 
and the great Serb sculptor, Ivan | 
Mestovitch, will be asked to do the 
| Statue. 
| Sarajevo is about one-fifth Jew- 
|ish—descendants of Spanish Jews 
/—one-third Turk and the remaind- 
er Serbocroat. This affords a pre- 
‘text for three holidays a week—

Headphones Need Attention. 

Headphones that have been in 
service for a year or more should 
be inspected by removing the cap 
and diaphragm. The mounting 
screws holding the horseshoe mag- 
net In place should be tightened. 
Remove any dirt or particles of 
stee] that maybe collecting on pole 
pieces. The diaphragm should be 
inspected to ascertain if it has be- 
come bent and if so, it should be 
replaced with a new one. The 
screws holding the telephone oord 
tips should be tightened, but n® 
removed, and reversed, as this wil) 
disturb the polarity of the unit, af- 
fecting signals. If the diaphragm 
has become weakened and touches 
the pole pieces, it should be turned 
over on its reverse side, which wil] 
correct the trouble.

A rather se- 
vere judgment, but, in modified form, not 
an unusual one. 

Just to find out If the sweeping indict- 
ment of the minister and the remarks of 
other critics can be {nm any measure proved, 
I went exploring the other day in one apart- 
ment house. 

Interviewing nine women whisked up by 
chance, set down under one roof and sepa- 
rated only by thin partitions, I found them 
so alien to each other, so individual in their 
types, tastes, habits and modes of life, that 
the marvel is not that they are in danger of 
becoming standardized through a similar en- 
vironment but that it {s possible for so many 
widely divergent individuals to be brought 
to live amicably under one roof without con- 
flicting overmuch. 

i do not sav I selected a typical apart- 
ment house, nor that there is such a thing. 
There are as many types of these buildings 
as there are dwellers within. One apartment 
house will reveal in the kinds and condi- 
tions of the curtains at the windows the dif 
fering characteristics of the inhabitants 
I am pleased to call it an average apartment 
house—-the one in which I determined to in. 
terview the dwellers and learn what they 
were like, what was their manner of living, 
what was their attitude toward life in gen- 
eral, and what, by their talk, they were most 
interested in. 

It wasn't an efficiency apartment 
nor yet one of the expensive ones 
there are many bathrooms to each suite and 
elevators to transport you to the higher 
floors. Nor was it one of the commodious 
apartments where tenants occupy whole 
floors to themselves; nor yet one of the 
more exclusive ones where you have to ring 
a doorbell and telephone your name and 
business before you are admitted to the 
common hallway. 

The apartment house selected as a basis 
for this article was one of three stories, 
built around a court, four apartments to 
each floor, of five and six rooms each, rents 
$90 to $110. Twelve doors to open, and 
twelve more doors to the people them- 
selves. It may be taken, if you choose, as 
a cross section not alone of women living in 
apartment houses but as you shall see of 
women living in any community. 


EMPTING Providence a little, I began 
at the top floor. A door was opened 
by a small woman with a serious face 
and a slow deliberate voice, never smiling 
but appreciating the humor of situations 
she told of. She was attired in a makeshift 
house dress of woolen frock, street jacket 
and apron. Mrs. A. was in the throes of 
housecleaning.

There 
is a common find an ece& 
nomical and simplified method of living 
Many of the objectives which draw people 
into apartments come under this head. 

One other common characteristic is the 
instinct to preserve, while living in such 
close contact with others, family autonomy, 
to discourage intimacy and intrusion .eves 
in the guise of neighboriiness. That may 
be a characteristic common to city dwellers 
generally as distinguished from dwellers 1 
a rural community, but it is carried to 88 
excess in apartment houses. Uniess you ere 
an objectionably inquisitive person you are 
not likely to know much about your neigh- 
bors, and {if you are inquisitive, you sf 
likely to find icy barriers set up against you. 
This is net saying that apartment house te® 
ants have not as much curiosity about each 
other as neighbors elsewhere, but simply 
that curlosity must bow before «el f-restraiat.
